VIENNA, May 29.—In an air raid 
on Venice last night by several naval 
airmen, « large number of bombs were 
dropped, causing several extensive nres 
in, Fort Nicolo.

“In the southwestern war theatre, 
the Italians have reached the frontier 
place of Ala, and the district of Prim- 
fero.

CANADA'S TOLL 
MOUNTING UP 


Casualty Record Shows Total 
of Nearly 6,500, of Whom 
400 Are Officers—Statistics 
by Units, 


The total Canadian casualties reported 
up to yesterday morning have now 
reached 6,484. It will be noticed that 
the 19th, 23rd and 30th Battalions have 
entered tHe lists, So far eny casualties 
amongst the members of thore bat- 
talions have been reported under other 
heads, aw they were sent as reinforce- 
Ments, and so lost their identity with 
the original battalion. The Strathcona 
Horse ia also mentioned, The casual- 
ties in this unit are, so far, confined to 
the officers. 

It is of interest to note the follow- 
ing’ totals: of casualties amongst the 
soldiers that left Victoria, Men 
drafted from the 88th Tusiliers are 
serving In the 7th and 30th Battalions, 
and in the Princess Patricias, Of the 
local men in those units, four officers 
have been killed, seven wounded, and 
two are missing, while amongst the non- 
commissioned officers and men, twelve 
are killed, thirty-nine wounded, and fifty 
are missing.

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GERMAN REPLY 
UNSATISFACTORY 


Forecasts Given. in Press Dis- 
patches, Indicating Evasion 
of President Wilson's De- 
mands, Cause Pessimism. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—Until the 
oMcial text of the German reply to the 
American note concerning the violation 
of neutral rights in the war zone is re- 
celyed, probably tomorrow, President 
Willson will reserve comment. 


The word came from the White 
House tonight after press dispatches 
outlining the German note were re- 


ceived. 

It is known, however, that the United 
States Government is prepared to con- 
trovert every one of the points men- 
tloned in the summary of the German 
Position as published here. The press 
outline conforms with Ambassador Ger- 
ard's dispatches of the last few days 
forecasting the nature of the German 


reply. .

PARIS, May 29.—The War Office

‘in the sector to the north of Arras 
we have made new progress, After 
having repulsed with complete success 
the German counter-attack reported 
this morning on our trenches at Ablain 
St. Nazaire, we took the offensive and 
captured at first the greater part and 
then all of the houses of Ablain, which 
the enemy held, and we are again the 
masters of the entire village. 

“The engagement was very heavy, and 
we killed or drove in flight three Ger- 
man companies. 

“At Neuville St. Vaast street fighting 
has occurred, and we took a new group 
Of houses on the western outskirts, 

“In the rest of the sector of Arras 
there is nothing to report except a 
bombardment by the enemy of extreme 
violence, to which our artillery replied, 

“Near Thiescourt, southeast of Lass- 
igny, we brought to the ground an aero- 
plane of the Aviatik type, which took 
fife in falling In front of our Mnes,” 

In ite afternoon report the War Office 
said: 

“In the region to the north of Arras 
there occurred last night a very violent 
artillery engagement. The enemy bom- 
barded particularly our position on the 
heights of Lorette, 

“A night attack made it possible for 
us to make further progress to the east 
of the roadway between Aix-Noulette 
and Souches, 

“At about midnight a German counter- 
attack on our trenches at Ablain-St. Na- 
saire was repulsed easily.

BERLIN, May 29.—After the Reichs- 
tag spent several hours today discus- 
sing measures of war relief for the 
poorer classes with a marked absence 
of party discord, Frederich Ebert, @ 
Soctalist leader, read the following de- 
claration: ‘ 
“Explanations given by the Chancel- 
lor, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, showed 
that Austria-Hungary and Germany 
made the greatest efforts to avoid a 
war with Italy. Austria offered very 
broad concessions, demonstrating plain- 
ly its earnest desire for peace, and 
some measure of goodwill on the part 
of Italy would have insured peace, but 
peace was not desired. The Italian 
nation, our Ally, plunged frivolously 
into the horrors of the war. 

“Italy would have none of the peace- 
ful] annexations of the [tallan-speaking 
regions of Austria to Italy, but desired 
a further increase of power, which was 
obtainable only by a violation of non- 
Italian territory. Italy, therefore, ia

Depend upon it, that 
the result of that advance will mean 
the sweeping away of the bulwarks of 
Prussian savagery and will usher in an 
era of peace and prosperity.

The question is a reason- 
Bble one and we have obtained a con- 
clusive answer, which is that “the golden 
key,” which alorie can unlock it for use 
for the purpose for which it was origi- 
nally intended, has not yet been forged. 
Hisewhare in today's paper will be 
found a news item, the facts in which 
are vouched for by Rev. W. Baugh- 
Allien and Mr. W. A. Andrews, and 
which has been prepared expressly for 
this paper and at its request. It states 
ttre case clearly and distinctly. It Is 
not necessary to give a history of this 
bullding, and it will be sufficient to say 
that it is held by a Board of Trustees, 
consisting of Rev. J. P, Hicks and 
Messrs. Arthur Lee, Frank Lovick, Her- 
bert Roper, Gideon Hicks, J. L. Armson,

Unemployed League Appeals to Mr. @. 
%. Barnard to Assist in Seour- 
ing Barly Start 


With a view to urging upon the Fed- 
eral Government the necessity of in- 
augurating work upon a number of 
projects which the Government contem- 
plated wndertaking at this port, a depu- 
tation representing the Victoria Unem- 
ployed League has interviewed Mr. G. H. 
Barnard, MP. The acute situation oc- 
casioned by the unemployment problem 
was pointed out, and he was urged to 
endeavor to persuade the Government 
to make an immediate start upon the 
construction of the retaining wall 
which, the deputation understeod, was 
included in the plans for the improve- 
ment to be undertaken on the, former 
Songhees reserve. The deputation ex- 
pressed the appreciation.of the league at 
the large outlays which have already 
been made by the Government on public 
works undertaken during the past two 
or three years,, mainly through the ef- 
forts of Mr. Barnard, byt in view of the 
failure of the civic authorities to come 
to any arrangements with the Provin- 
clal or Dominion Governments relative 
to works of relief, the league felt called 
upon to urge the necessity for further 
Federal work as a measure of relief. 


Mr. Barnard was urged to support the 
memorial recently presented by Eastern 
and Western mayors to the Government, 
particularly that portion dealing with 
state ald, in placing people upon the 
land, and also a falr wage clause in all 
Jumber contracts. 


Mr. Barnard expressed his Pleasure at 
meeting the deputation, and stated his 
willingness, at all times, to do whatever 
lay in his power to assist the unem- 
ployed. He promised to take up the 
matters put forward by the deputation, 
Considerable discussion took place rela- 
tive to the question of the unemployed 
and the likelihood of « start being made 
on the construction of the drydock.

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An Impressive Address by Df. 
Sarolea at Canadian Club 
Luncheon—Thinks Germans 
Will Revolt Against Kaiser, 


There was a large attendance of mem- 
bers of the Canadian Club at the lun- 
cheon given at the Empress Hotel yeu 
terday when addresses were delivered 
by Dr. Serdlea, the eminent Belgian 
Mtterateur and’ former Belgian consul 
at Edinburgh, and Miss Findlay, a Scot- 
tish War correspondent. Dr. Sarolea’s 
address, which was as scholarly as it 
Was illuminating, proved impressive in 
that the speaker made the prediction 
that civil war would assuredly break out 
in Germany at an early date, when the 
masses of the people would realize that 
they bad been deluded; in the declara- 
tion ‘that much ‘us Belgium had sufé 
feted in the past, the worst was yet to 
come for that unhappy country, and the 
further statement that few people real- 
ized the immensity of the task con- 
fronting the Allies in the work of 
bringing Germany to her knees. 

Dr. Saroles, at the outset of his ad- 
Gress, drew attention to the fact that 
ittle Belgium, which, only « few 
Months ago, was to most people, only 
& speck on the map of Europe, was 
Row better known than most great Em; 
Pires. Belgium, in a political sense, 
Was dead, blotted out; but he was sure 
that as truly as all his hearers be- 
Neved that death was followed by resur- 
rection so surely would a nobler and a 
Sreater Belgium be reared on the ruins 
of the old. Belgium was today very 
close to the people of Canada, for were 
not her sons and Canadian sons fight- 
ing together and dying together on the 
Same battlefeldx? As in the Past Can- 
adians who visited Europe made a pii- 
srimage to the plains of Waterloo, that 
historic battleground consecrated by 
the blood of their forefathers, so would 
they in the future generations go to 
the stricken flelds of Belgium to wor- 
ship at those spots where Canadians 
had died Bloriously in the cause of 
freedom. 


“The Tragedy of Germany” 

But he would not on this occasion 

elaborate on the tragedy of Belgitfm, 
but turn to another and greater tragedy 
——the tragedy of Germany. For unless 
they realized the true significance of 
events they would not be able to appre- 
Slate the tremendous task ahead of 
those endeavoring to preserve the rights 
and privileges of the civilized forces 
of the world. One could not begin to 
realize the magnitude of the diMeulties 
in the military problem, Great Britain 
herself was only beginning to realize 
the colossal difficulties ‘of the situation, 
They must dismiss all historical pre- 
cedents. At Waterloo the forces en- 
®aged numbered about 170,000; today 
25,000,000 men are under arms in this 
great world war. In the old days the 
battle areas comprised a few square 
miles; today on the Western frontier 
the contending armies are stretched for 
@ distance of over 400 miles, and on the 
Eastern frontier for 1,000 miles, In 
days of old the armies fought from 
dawn to dusk; now battlesrage ceane- 
lessly night and day. Napoleon's tactics 
"ere to win by a few bold strokes; 
today it was a war of trenches. Not 
@ war on mountains, or Plains, but a 
colossal strug, on rivers, canals and 
infinitely more whastly than 
anything in the past. There were now 
battles raging for weeks and = = even 
months, and with no definite decision 
one way or the other, 
Today it was necessary to have a 
courage and heroism greater than in 
Past ages—a stoical courage to meet 
death in the trenches, rather than by 
the bayonet, But the military task was 
as nothing as compared with the moral 
task. The Allies were not only called 
upoh to fight the most perfect military 
machine ever devised by the brain of 
man but to overcome behind the ma- 
chine the concentrated hatred of a 
reat and :nighty nation; and this, In 
his judgment, constituted the greatest 
mystery of the war. 


4 Terrible Mystery 
That a great nation, supreme in edu- 4 
eation, music and the arts should be a 
party to such a crime, that all the noble 
men and women of Germany should be- 
come unanimous accomplices to deeds 
of evil was surely a terrible mystery. 
The Germans, it must not be forgotten, 
Were just as much convinced as they 
we that they were fighting fer a Just 
cause. Unless they considered this ex: 
traordinary situation they would be 
very apt to make mistakes and miscal- 
culations. His own theory wns that the 
People of Germany had become politi- 
cally insane; and he then proceeded to 
advance an eluborkte argument in sup- 
port of that theory. 
But the yd must be @ civil revoin- 
tion in Germany, when the majority 
would arise and throw off the insane 
minority. And then the people of the 
Allied nations and the world would re- 
alize the deeper tragedy of the war, 
that millions of lives had been sac- 
rificed to make the German People free, 
Belgium had suffered martyrdom, but 
the worst was yet to come, They would 
all like to believe that what had hap- 
pened in Belgium was a sort of horrid 
nightmare which had Passed away, but 
a Worne fate was atill in store for that 
country. Every blow which the Allied 
forces would, 


the prostrate 
which would asnuredly 


trenches just behind that flooded land 
ie beyond description They are baile 
right up against the incoming wea, and 
never free from water, With Summer 
medr, typhoid was almost inevitable 
‘There was great danger that many 
towns will meet the same fate of one 
iittle place which had been Mterally 
effaced by this dread disease, Miss 
Vindlay described a few of the scenes 
and incidents in Termonde, and made a 
most effective appeal for the people of 
Belgium, who have suffered so much 
and who face such bitter future be- 
fore victory is achieved for the Allies 
in the cause of Mberty. 

Hin Honor Lieutenant-Governor Bar- 
Nard moved a vote of thanks to the 
speakers, mentioning that he had had 
an opportunity when at Vancouver, to 
hear Dr. Sarolea in that city, and how 
impressed be had been, 

Mr. J. J.-Shaticrons seconded a vote 
of thanks, in a speech in which he pic- 
tured the new federation of lMberty- 
loving people throughout the world, 
and the greater consolidation of the 
British Kmpire. He urged that another 
opbortunity should be given the speak- 
ers to address a wider audience in Vic- 
torta. 

The president of the club, Mr. M. B. 
Jackson, presided, and others at the 
guest table, besides the distinguished 
speakers of the day, were Very Rev. 
the Dean of Columbia, the Hon, W. J. 
Macdonald, Rev. W. Leslie Clay, D.D.; 
Rey, C. T, Scott, D.D.; Rey. F. A. P. 
Chadwick, Mr. Richard Grigg, com- 
missioner of commerce, and Rev. Father 
Anselm Wood, . 

Bvening Meeting 

Though only a few hours’ notice was 
given, the spacious Empress Hotel ball- 
room was filled to its seating capacity 
last evening when, in response to @ 
pressing invitation, Dr. Sarolea and 
Mies Findlay addressed a public meet- 
ing. His Honor Lieutenant-Governor 
Barnard presided, and in opening  re- 
ferred to the address before the Cana- 
dian Club earlier in the day, when those 
present had. only heard so much from 
the distinguished speakers as to wish 
for more, At Vancouver such great 
interest was shown in what Dr. Sarolea 
had to say of the position of Belgium 
in the mighty cataclysm now shaking 
Europe that a public meeting was ar- 
ranged on his return there. His Honor 
introduced Miss Findlay ae the first 
speaker. 

Miss Findlay, in her opening remarks, 
said she felt it a great privilege to ad- 
dress @ Canadian audience just now. 
The whole world knew what the Cana- 
dians were doing on the battlefields of 
Europe, aod she wished the members of 
her audience could hear the cheering 
when they* landed on the. shores of 
Britain en route to the front. 

The people of British Columbia no 
doubt felt in a measure cut off from 
the war, separated as they were by 
Rreat distances from the actual scenes 
Of hostilities. Well, they in England 
also felt cut off, for the little narrow 


+ 


strip of water which separated the 
British Isles from the continent, ef- 
fectually separated them from the 


actual warfare, and sometimes when she 
had landed at Dover after visiting the 
battlefields in Northern France and 
Belgium it had appeared to her that 
she must be “ awakening from some 
horrid dream, the contrast was #0 
Breat, from scenes of terrible devasta- 
tion to peaceful England. 


German Atrocities 


But the war and its terrors were real 
enough, and she often wished that they 
could all just pay one visit to the 
trenches so they could realize what the 
Belgium people were doing and. suffer- 
ing. She proceeded to draw a series of 
graphic pictures of the 4 tation of 
Belgium, the sufferings of the entire 
populations and the unspeakable 
atrocities of the Germans, who were 
practicing organized barbarism. They 
had heard much of German atrocities, 
but if the actual facts were known 
they would exceed In horror all that had 
been Imagined. One dare not think of 
what the accumulated evidence of these 
atrocities would reveal, atrocities com- 
mitted under the deliberate orders of 
the German officers. Miss Findlay 
cited numerous instances of barbarism, 
such as placing defenceless women and 
children on bridges so that the struc- 
tures could not be blown up by the 
enemy, and the deliberste firing on Red 
Cross stations, 

After a striking tribute to the bravery 
of the Belgian soldier, Miss Findlay 
told of some of her experiences when 
attempting to relieve the sufferings of 
the Belgian wounded. She had gone 
on to the stricken battlefield at Nieu- 
port at midnight to succor the wounded. 
Every house had been razed and the 
only sign of life came from the cellars, 
where @ tiny streak of light would in- 
dicate that the wounded were, being 
given first treatment, afterwards to be 
taken in ambulances under cover of 
darkness and thence over exceedingly 
rough Toads. But there was, in spite 
of this, a brave new Belgian army now 
in the fleld with the Allies and she had 
recently had the privfloge 


of = seeing 
this army drilling undor the guidance 
of the heroic King d <tueen of Rel- 


sium. A wonderful response had been 
made In Canada to the appeal for help 
for the Belgians, but she was sure that 
they considered It not in the sense of 
a duty, but as a very sacred privilege. 
Unexampled Herciem 
At this stage Hix Honor had to with- 
draw from the meeting in order to ful- 
fil another engagement, and his place as 
chairman was taken by Mr. J. J. Shall- 
croas, who had been ntainiy instrument- 
al im arranging for the evening meeting. 
Mr. Shalicross then introduced br, 
Sarolea, who pietured, ip a mont 
scholarty and illuminating address, the 
devastation of Belgium. They knew 
what war the condition of that country 
before the war. the most prosperous, 
the most peaceful and most industrious 
People on the continent, They occupled 
& territory about the sixe of Vancouver 
Island, the population being about the 
same as that of Canada. Within a few 
Months it had been laid in ruins.

No one can tell the moment when the 
Pressure from one side or other will 
become tto strong and this nation will 
Join in the awful etruggle now going 
on, This may be the reason why the 
English periodicals are again devoting 
space to descriptions of the royal fam- 
ily and their home life. How short 
a time it seema since in all the Mlus- 
trated papers pictures of the beautiful 
daughters and handsome sons of Eu- 
ropean royal families were published 
with predictione of the peace which the 
alliances would cement. But now war 
has driven all tought of marriage 
from the palaces of the world. Still 
the wife of the King of Roumania is 
an interesting woman, and the pictures 
illustrating her home life would lead 
one to believe that she is a tender 
mother, 

As most people know, 
js the daughter of Prince Alfred, 
Duke of Edinburgh, and his Russian 
wife. She was married when she was 
only 17, to the nephew of the 
King, a handsome German Prince, four 
years her senior, who was the heir to 
the throne of Roumania. Through the 
death of his uncle, King Charles, the 
Crown Prince, a few months’ since, 
succeeded to the throne and Queen 
Marie was called upon to fill the place 
of the mifth-loved Queen Elizabeth, 
who as Carmen Sylva is known to all 
readers of contemporary literature. 

The Queen of Roumania is a very 
beautiful woman, still in the prime of 
life. A writer who professes to know 
her majesty describes her as one of 
the most fascinating, clever and 
charming queens in Europe. She loves 
outdoor life, and is at once an expert 
hersewoman and capable motorist. She 
inherits her mother's love of art and 
the decoration of her rooms is de- 
aligned by herself. Her homes are said 
to be very beautiful. 

What has endeared Queen Marie 
most to her people was her work dur- 
ing the second Balkan war in 1913, 
She is president of the Roumanian 
Red Cross Soctety, and when cholera 
broke out at the close of the cam- 
Ppaign, the Crown Princess, as she was 
then, “nursed the cholera-stricken sol- 
diers evotedly, showing no fear and 
confessing no fatigue.” 

The royal children have been 
brought up in the English way and 
have pad English nurses and govern- 
esses. Three of them are now grown 
up, the heir, Prince Carol and his sts- 
ters Princess Elizabeth and Marie. 
There are two little children, Princess 
lieana, 7 yeare old, a baby girl not 
yet 3, and a handsome boy, Prince 
Nicholas. in his I2th year, The whole 
family are nicely endowed both 
Physically and mentally. The Queen 
loves music and newer miesen an op- 
pertumity of Inviting artists to per- 
form before her. 

Bucharest Is @ large city and owes 
much to the refining influence of 
Queen Klizabeth, who for forty-six 
years has labored to spread goodness 
and knowledge among the people 
Queen Marie. it would esem, is well 
fitted ts carry on the good work «he 
has begun.

Pure Miz 

The best milk Is clean milk, fresh 
from the cow. In this all scientists 
agree. If the consumer can set milk 
before it has become contaminated by 
foreign substances there is no need of 
pubjecting it te any process, When 
milk is heated sufficiently t) destroy 
harmful bacteria, or pasteurized, the 
bacteria which causes the milk to turn 
sour are also destroyed. That is. milk 
so treated loses some of its nourishing 
qualities. 

On’ the other hand, if it is suspected 
that. milk has been contaminated it is 
necessary to pasteurize it. In that case 
it should not be kept longer than would 
be the case If freah milk were used, The 
following paragraphs from The Rural 
New Yorker, one of the most reliable of 
agricultural papers is of interest to all 
mothers: 

“While the value of properly pas- 
teurized milk as infant food is still 
a matter of dispute, there seems am- 
ple evidence that the ordinary com- 
mercial product cannot be depended 
upon for good results in yinfant feed- 
ing. Pasteurized milk does ot readily 
sour, because of the destruction of the 
lactic acid bacteria in it. Consequently, 
it may become stale and unwhelotome 
without giving evidence of that fect In 
taste and ‘appearance. Other harmful 
bacteria which in raw milk are kept 
in check by the action of the lactic acid 
bacteria are, in pasteurized milk, free to 
develop unhindered. 

“A less technical, but still valid, ob- 
jection @0 pasteurising market milk 
is that the word ‘pasteurized’ may easily 
give a false sense of security. To most 
people it means sterilized, and fi 
whereas such milk is not sterilized, 
unless gredter pains are taken with its 
handling and storage after pasteurization 
than are even necessary with raw milk 
it is likely to become an unwholesome, 
or even dangerqus, food. Pasteurized 
milk is not equal to clean, uncontami- 
nated, raw milk, but where it is difficult 
or impossible to get the latter, it may be- 
come @ necessary substitute.”

HOW CAPTAIN TROUP 
SHOT THE RAPIDS 


Recent Opening of The Dalles- 
Celilo Canal Brings Back 
Recollections of Trip on 
Steamer Harvest Queen,” , 


On May 18, 1980, an event of con- 
siderable importance to Portland took 
Place, an event’ which is closely linked 
with the former activities of Captain 
Troup ‘on the Columbia River. It was 
the shooting of the Columbia River 
rapids at the Cascades by the river 
steamer Harvest Queen, which vessel 
was navigated through the rapids) by 
Captain Troup., The well known 
manager of the B. C. Coast Service, who 
but recently returned from attending 
the ‘celebrations at the opening of the 
Dalles-Celilo Canal, has just received 
® copy of The Portland Oregonian of 
May 23, reproducing an article on the 
occasion of the shooting of the rapids 
by the Harvest Queen, published ‘on 
May 19, 1890. The issue also contains 
& reproduction of three sketches made 
at that period by the late Homer C. 
Davenport, the famous cartoonist. 


It was this thrilling experience that 
inspired the first drawings by Homer 
Davenport—the drawings which went 
out into the world and won him place. 

The story of the perilous trip through 
the Columbia River rapids by Captain 
J. W. Troup and his good ship Harvest 
Queen is told in part as follows: 

“Satisfying himself that the crowd 
had all arrived, Captain Troup entered 
the pilot house, followed by Captain 
Miles Bell, of the steamer Modoc, who 
steed ready to render istance if 
needed; Captain E. 8. Edwards, of the 
United States local Inspection service; 
P..Carsens, Captain Troup's chief 
draughtsman, and: an Oregonian re- 
porter. J. B. Montgomery, the well- 
known Portlander, occupied a promi- 
nent seat on the promenade deck and 
Captain W. A. Whitcomb, of the Gov- 
ernment steamer Cascade, stood on the 
extreme point of the hurricane deck.

Having been commissioned by his 
employers to go to China to take charge 
Of some Oriental plants which had been 
collected by Mr. John Veitch, who had 
been in the Far East for some time, 
Mr, King sailed on October 9, 1860. 
With Wim. he took a quantity. of hor- 
tioultural stock with a view of ascer- 
taining, by practical experiments, 
whether it would keep better 

to the salt air or in closed boxes. )In- 
eidentally he discovered that the latter 
was the most satisfactory method. The 
voyages to and from Hong Kong oc- 
cupied ten months—five and a half go- 
ing and one month less on the return, 
When the good ship Strathallan, Capt. 
Paddle, on which Mr. King made his 
trip to the Orient, arrived off Singa- 
pore, it*was found that both water and 
beef was wanted. She, therefore, atood 
off Co-Pang, which is at the mouth of 
the Straits, but because of unfavorabiee' 
weather, it was impossible to get into 
port. The captain, some of the crew, 
and a number of passengers, among 
whom was Mr. King, manged « small 
boat which was capsized in the breakers 
near shore. Mr. King jumped in time 
and got ashore alone. The others 
righted the boat and went back to the 
ship to change their clothing. 

“Better come King,” shouted the 
Captain. “No,” returned Mr, King, “I 
have beea four months on, the boat 
and now I'm on land I'm going to 
stay.” “Very well,’ was, the reply, 
“we'll ba right back.” “Afterwards,” 
Mr. King said, “I wish I had gone, for. 
about two hundred naked Malays 
rushed at me. They plucked the but- 
tons of my linen suit, pinthed my 
hands and otherwiee demonstrated .their 
curiosity, “I was glad when the others 
returned, After re-proviaioning the 
Strathallan, we sailed for Hong Kong, 
and en route sickness broke out, an 
epidemic which Mr. King attriltutes to 
bad foot, He mays he wae warned

he got here Mr. King had one English 
sovereign. Of this $4 wes spent in 
paying charges on his baggage, 60 
cents went for a bed for the two, and 
some of the rest was Invested in food. 
“So we were Just broke,” Mr. King ¢x- 
claimed, laughing at the recollection. 
But they had no trouble finding ¢m- 
ployment. Bishop Hill, the late Mr. 
Pemberton, and a resident of Esquimalt 
ell took an interest in the newcomers. 
Mr. King worked a short time as a 
gardener. He ‘also assisted in the 
breaking of horses at Beacon Hill for 
the Digpop, who was assembling a pack 
train for a missionary tour of the Car- 
ibpo, ’ 

When Bishop Hill etarted on his trip 
in June, of 1862, Mr. King was ,em- 
ployed as “pack boy.” He has many 
amusing reminiscences of this experi- 
ence to tell. In two cases tho travel- 
ers narrowly escaped losing their 
horses, On arriving amozig the miners, 
Mr, King was given a bell which he 
teok among the miners along the vari- 
ous creets gounding It loudly. They 
then followed him to the appointed 
meeting place where His Lordship 
spoke to the men, The latter, Mr. King 
nays, listened reverently and atten- 
tively. The majority expressed their 
appreciation by handing the visiting 
divine “pokes” of gold nugge' from 
which thoy told him to make @ selec- 
tion. The miners were seldom satic- 
fied with what Bishop Hill took, think- 
ing that he had been too modest and 
ehould have kept a larger piece of 
gold. In September it was decided to 
return, and Mr. King was dispatched 
to purchase flour. He. paid $60 for a 
eingle sack. 

On reaching Victoria again Bishop 
Hill consecrated the original St. Luke's 
Church, which was on the same site 
as the present church of that name in 
the Cedar Hill district. His Lordship 
also bought 200 acres of land in the 
same locelity which became known a6 
the church farm. Lt was on this prop- 
erty that Mr. and Mra. King subse- 
quently settled, and which they culti- 
vated, us tenants, for years, They 
have lived in the same section, al- 
though not in the-same premives, ever 
since and are held in the highest re- 
spect and esteem by all with whom 
they have associated,

The almost incalculable assistance 
rendered by this organization to the 
army and navy during the present na» 
tional crisis has been @ matter cf as- 
tonishment to its most sanguine sup- 
porters as to its bitterest opponent:

Originator of Movement 

The idea.of forming retired naval and 

military men of all branches into a 
National Heserve of veterans was 
originated by Mr, St.. Loe Strachey, 
editor of. The Spectator, His name 
should be @ household word throughout 
the Empire. His firat efforts resulted 
in the formation of the “ 
Reserve.” The success and great value 
of this splendid body of men was a 
determining factor in the authorization 
of the British Netional Reserve by the 
Imperial guthorities, . 

The originator and founder of this 
great movement recognized the fact 
that every year many highly trained 
regular yeomen and territorials be- 
came free ‘om military obligatio: 
and being turned into the great mass 
of the civil population became com- 
paratively useless so far as assistance 
to the military and naval authorities 
Were concerned. 

The National Reserve then, up to 
1913, w: simply a military directory. 
Its branches kept registers of the 
names and addresses of ex-service men 
of both branches of the service so that 
in Case of emergency the Government 
would know where to reach these men 
and invite them to take up arm: 

In addition, the scheme brought to- 
gether experienced men of all ages and 
branches of the servic It promoted 
go0d feeling among them. It showed, 
too, that the authorities and public had 
hot forgotten their services and sacri- 
fices, A badge was adopted which the 
Various members of all ‘branches are 
proud to wear. por.* r 

Shooting clubs ‘and rious other 
kindred Institutions have been carried 
on, Military honors are given to those 
None are too old to assist 
and take part in carrying on the or- 
ganization in influencing recruiting and 
in bringing home to the youth of the 
country the fact that every man owes 
the duty of personal service to his 
country and Empire. 

An appeal made to the London Na- 
tional Reservists to send their sons 
Into the recognized cadet corps.met with 
the ready resporse of 10,000 recruits.

present receiving, the best of training 
by their experienced comrades of the 
National Reserve.

Movement in Canada 

Turning for a moment to the move- 
ment in Canada, in our Dominion, as in 
the Homeland, it is a general widespread 
appreciation by Government officials and 
civilians of their duty In respect to na- 
tional preparedness for defence. 

However much opinions may differ 

to the possibility of an invasion and 
raid upon Canada, it must be conceded 
that the movement has been of im- 
mense value to the Empire and our own 
Dominion, It has put into shape un- 
trained men for the various contingents, 
encouraged recruiting, replaced, in an 
appreciable measure, troops withdrawn 
for active service and excitéd general 
interest in national defence. 

Realizing these Mr. Hugh 
Savege,, now editor of The Cowichan 
Leader at Duncan, B. with the aid 
of a number of kindred spirits, met in 
New Westminster, B. C., organized the 
firat overseas contingent of the Nation- 
al Reserve in May, 1912. 

It was organized on the same lines as 
the then “officially recognized” system 
in England. The roll book, kept in the 
Westminster City Hall, was a register 
and directory of men trained to arms 
who might be invited to share in 
Canada's defence. 

On September 21, 1912, the Reserve 
paraded, 130 strong, and was Inspected 
by H. R. H, the Duke of Connaught, 
who stated that, when he returned to 
Ottawa, he would commend the move- 
ment and do all he could to make it a 
Canadian military movement

Since then, and recently, General 
Hugher has stated that the Reserve is 
already recognized by his Department. 

Tt is safe to say that had his hands 
not been tied with his stupendous task 
of equipping and forwarding the various 
Canadian corps to Europe, the Reserve 
would already have had considerable 
aid. 

Will Grow After the War 

Tt is believed that, when the war is 
over, the movement will spread as 
rapidly in Canada as it has already 
done in the Mother Country and that 
the numbera will he very largely 
augmented by veterans of the present 
campaign, who, upon their return 
home, feeling that whi they have 
done their “bit” for country and Em- 
pire, will realize that their duty ts to

Mr. Will Irwin Writes of How

Mr, Will Irwin, the famous war cor- 
respondent whose story of the Battleof 
Ypres has become a classic, has the fol- 
lowing to say of the Canadians’ part in 
the action near Langemarck: 


Finally, there are the Canadia: 
Since the affair which the United States 
calls the war of 1812 Canada has known 
no war, save minor engagements with 
red Indians and the war against na- 
ture, The rest has been peace and nq- 
tion bullding and prosperity. Now the 
Ca@hadian contingent was scarcely upon 
the line before they behaved heroically 
at Hill 60. A fortnight later, and while 
they still ranked as “raw troops,” the 
fortunes of war brought them a supreme 
test of valor. The poisonous cloud of 
noxious gas had driven back the French 
to their left. Their line was “dangling 
in the air. They were bombarded in 
front, they were enfiladed, they were 
bombarded from the rear, they were 
shrouded in poison fumem They held 
on, they even advanced; they did the 
impossible by rescuing their guns. And 
they stuck until ordered back to join the 
new line.

His hands were in bags; they had been 
ehot through. His leg was in a splint; 
the bone was shattered. He was going 
to be -rayed,” however, that the sur- 
geons might find exactly what had hap- 
pened to a splintered skull. He man- 
aged to tell the attendants that he had 
received his “crack on the head” jast of 
ali, and that machine gun fire at clone 
range did it. What @ story underlies 
that statement!

German Writer Says the Wation Bag the

the German people will have to be’ modi- 
fed in the near future, The following 
extract is a translation made by The 
Scotsman from a German  eriodica 

Our artistic and scientific interests 
are being carried on a6 in times of 
Peace; none of the villainies of our en- 
emies robs public opinion of its conf- 
dence; the people take their pleasure 
after the day's work, and can do s0 
without having to fear that it will hin- 
der the carrying on of the campaign oF 
cause discontent among the d@enders of 
the Fatherland; no one among us has to 
“think of measures against alcohol, such 
as England and Russia—noble combina: 
tion!—find necessary, to make the peo- 
ple realize the seriousness of tlie post- 
tion, The life of tite German people 
runs its peaceful course altogether un- 
disturbed. Our neutral tors are con- 
tinually moved to the greatest astonish- 
ment that even yet, as they sey and 
write again and again, so little is to be 
noticed of the war in Germany. No ex- 
citment is to be found. The harsh 
words with which the English’ newspa- 
pers turn on the Government and the 
working classes, and the adjurations 
with which they whip on their merce- 
nartes, the childish frauds, with which 
Viviani th days announces in France 
that France will think of peace only 
when the Germans are driven out of Bel- 
sium, and Prussian militariem is 
tered”—these are signs of the times 
Which would be quite uathinkable in 
Germany, and which are so thoroughly 
unnecessary as incentives that one would 
send a lunacy specialist to the house of 
the journalist or politician who even 
tried to make use of them in Germany. 

Besides the war against us, England 
has at the same time to wage just 
bitter a war against drink and the In- 
difference of the masses of the people, 
if it is materially to advance. It has 
had to destroy the fundamental prin- 
ciple of its public life—the non-interfer- 
enle of the State—and its emergency 
measures to jlecrease the strength of its 
attack are bringing nearer a most mo- 
mentous crisis, which the war cannst 
prevent or even postpone. We and our 
allies are progressing #0 much better in 
every respect that are justified in 
our sure, pious trust, of wnich our whole 
home life is the reflection. The English 
ate still working feverishly to send to 
their friends munitions of war and mer- 
cenary soldiers, who do not know what 
they are to die for; and still the flood of 
Weapons from neutral America contin- 
ues.

WERE UNBEARABLE 


Canadian Soldier, Suffering 
From Effects of Poisonous 
Gas, Tells of His First Ex- 
perience of It, 


The use of as @ weapon of war by 
the Germans has been most heavily ap- 
plied by them against the Canadian 
troops, and the following account from 
The London Daily Telegraph shows the 
spirit with which the Canadi. met the 
attack;

“It was etupefying, and we saw, we 
could not live In:&. It was difficult to 
Stand up with my wounded leg, and the 
blood from the injury to my head was 
mixing with tho tears the fumes had 
brought to my eyes. Aa quickly as 
poasible—knowing it could not be got

WORST OF SHELL FIRE 


Soldier of 7th Battalion Says 
It Is Just Bad Luck to Be 
Hit’ by Shell Fire—Gives 
Some Trench Experiences, 


Sergt. Mcliree, 7th Battalion, writes 
to friends in Cowichan, describing ht 
experiences in the trenches, His letter 
ia dated April 21, and the following is 
@n extract: 

‘April 21, Since I last wrote all kinds 
of things have happened to us. We left 
“our last billets, and boarded motor 
busses, which took us for two hours. 
Then we hoofed it for some hours, 
passing through a very famous town, 
and later on through several ruined vil- 
lages, till we came to a very flat 
@andy plain, where we got gloriously 
lost, and sat down till somebody should 
find us. The Sergt.-Major got shot 
through the water bottle, which was 
full of rum, which helped to pass the 
time. Soon a Frenchman found us, for 
it was a French regiment we were re- 
leving, and he steered us over all kinds 
of obstacles and shell holes that polka- 
dot the whole place, some so big that a 
Frenchy w rowned in one, also there 
Were dykea and ditches galore, Finally 
We reached the trench, which we found 
to be @ mere breastwork, bullet-proof 
for about two feet up, no cover behind, 
and no trave After matual compli- 
ments we got rid of the Frenchies, who 
had given us to understand that the 
Germans were not to be seen, as we were 
on one side of & hill and they on the 
other. 

“That night I went out for rations, 
with @ quarter of the company. We 
got to where the wagons were all right, 
& distance of about two miles, but a fog 
came on, and coming back we got lost 
again, and wandered around all night, 
finally striking a trench held by another 
ef our companies, so we worked our way 
along, reaching our home about day 
Meht. Next morning we were wandering 
round the trench which was in a filthy 
condition and one of my section strolled 
out behind, and waa immediately nicked 
in th by a bullet. That set ua 
wondering, and we found out that a 
trench in front was German, and we 
though it was just a small piece on the 
top of the hill, they could see every- 
thing w id. About 3.20 pm. a few 

is started coming our way; one lit 
ust outside my bivy and woke me up.

helped by the fact that under all my 
acction is one huge grave, and when you 
dig you find bodies in all positions, 
Right at the head of my bivy a foot 
Was sticking out. Still, we have about 
got used to such things by this time, 
though not in such quantities. I never 
do any digging if I can help it, any- 
where in this country. The beauty of 
it all was there was only French artil- 
lery behind us, and they gave us no 
scpport at all. We sure felt as if no- 
tbody loved us, Our own guns are in 
row, and we feel happter; besld the 
trench is rapidly being made habitable. 
If we had had protection from behind, 
the casualties would have been small; 
as it is, they are heavy. On the fifth 
night we were relieved, and are in a de- 
ferted farm, with our batteries all round 
us, and sentries looking for German 
aeroplanes, When one appears, they 
blow a whistle, and everybody stops 
still, without looking up, and as there 
re always about six machines round, 
We do not get far. We have been here 
about two nights, and each night we 
heard the Germans attacking on our 
right. I am platoon sergeant now, in 
Pill's absence, and rather like the job. 
Do not get nervous; it is just bad luck 
if you get hit by shell fire; the moral 
effect ia supposed to be the worst 
Pert. There were over 500 shells 
pitched into our three companies, and 
the hits were few, considering the 
trenches,

HIGHLY COMMENDED 


Mayor Macklin, of Salisbury, 
Brother of Local Resident, 
Pays Striking Tribute to Gal- 
lantry of Men of Dominion, 


The Canadian soldiers have a firm 
friend in Mayor Macklin, of Salisbury, 
Eng., who is a brother of Mr. Herbert 
Macklin, of the firm of M Simon 
Leiser & Co., of this city, e@ latter 
is in constant communication with 
Mayor Macklin and, as a result of his 
Tepresentations many Victorians have 
received a special welcome on arriv- 
ing at the training camp near Salis- 
bury. But the Canadians all have been 
dealt with most hospitably by the Coun- 
cil of that community. This is strik- 
ingly indicated by a report of 
Meeting, held after the first 
tle in which the soldiers of the Do- 
minion figured, which is reported by a 
Salisbury newspaper in extenso. 

In the address of Mayor Macklin and 

the gallantry of the Canadians 
is referred to in the highest terms. 
These follow, in part: 

The Mayor said that since they last 
met they had had the horrors of war 
very vividly brought home to them by 
their friends, the Cana *, having 
been in action. He knew they would all 
Sgree with him when he said they all 
admired and felt grateful for the aplen- 
aid work the Canadians did about a 
fortnight ago. Those who had read the 
@asualty Mets had found the names of 
™many whom they knew personally, and 
Whose loss they mourned. On behalf 
of the citizens he sent a letter of con- 
gratulation and of condolence to the 
General Commanding the Canadian Con- 
tingent, a gentleman they had the 
Pleasure and the honor of receiving in 
that very room, and who then expressed 
his gratitude for what Salisbury was 
doing. He did not know whether this 
wan an 0} tune moment, but he was 
g0ilng to ask them to allow him, in 
memory of those brave, heroic men 
who had gone, and whom they regarded 
&s personal frien: to put a brass tab- 
let a0 here in the Council Chamber. 
He gested the Council Chamber be- 
cause the Canadians, while they were

ation of war against Germany amidst 
tense silence on the quarter deck. We 
left Gibraltar that night and spent the 
next few days preparing the bhip for 
battle, 

This place is infested with innumer- 
able < hundreds and hundreds of 
them; they are most of them B00 or 
300 y*rJs across, and the aside are 
thick with mangroves. All the little 
islanda which are haturally made by 
th creeks are covered with @ den 
Vegetation, and nearly all of them are 
entirely composed of «oft mud, in 
which alligators wallowed. 

I had my first engagement, cr rather 
“scrap,” with the enemy when sounding 
Up one of thene creeks. I was in the 
Picket boat with the first lieutenant, 
and the steam pinnace w astern. e 
had just sunk a steam launch with our 
3-pounders and were investigating 
#ome telegraph poles that we had 
@ighted further wu Wwe were about 20 
yards from the bank—when five or six 
men opened fire on us. We could not 
seo them, but blazed away with our 3- 
pounder and maxim, driving them off. 
No one was touched, and we landed 
and cut the telephone wires, The enemy 
had sunk some ships right in the 
channel to prevent us getting up the 
river to Duala. 

My next exploit with the enemy was 
quite thrilling while it lasted. I was 
In the picket boat with a Heutenant In 
charge, and we had been sent up one 
of the ceighboring creeks to look for a 
Vessel that had fired on one of our nu- 
merous boate during the night. We 
were just examining some native huts 
on the banks of the creek, when we 
wighted a m launch in the distance. 
We gave ch to her, Gring with our 
3-pounder. She disappeared round a 
corner of another creek, We were tear- 
ing round this corner at 16 knois, when 
to our. horror, we sew a larg’ armed 
merchantman, about the size of a small 
gunboat, only 400 yards away. '@ put 
3-pounder shells into her bows, and 
then tursed round and away se quickly 
as we could. She chased us tor about 
15 minutes, firing at us all the time, 
The shells were dropping all round usa, 
but luckily none hit us It was my 
firat experience of gun-fire and hot 
very pleasant. I saw a puff of emoke, 
then waited, for what seemed an inter- 
minable time, wondering whether we 
should be hit or not; and then whizz! 
a shell hit the water quite near-and 
went shriek . She wi armed 
with 2-inch guns, and one she‘! would 
heve crippled us completely 
also firing shrapnel at us. a 
breathless 15 minutes we shot round a 
corner and got out of range. The next 
day, September 14, the enemy tried to 
blow up the Dwart under cover of 
darkness.

Corporal Allan Lyons, 16th Battalion, 
“writes the following letter to a friend 
in Victoria: 

“You bave.no doubt heard of our do- 
ingsgduring the past week; they have 
deen awful, to say the least. Our bat- 
talion is called the Canadian Scottish, as 
it ig made up of several different High- 
land regiments. The papers have prob- 
ably told you that we were in.# bayonet 
charge the other night and that we are 
given the credit of saving the British 
army from a disastrous defeat. 

“My chief reason in writing you now 
is to tell you of the heroic behaviour 
of Herrick McGregor. For some months 
he has been our paymaster and was not 
supposed to be in the firing line. Tho 
other night, when the Germans broke 
through the French, we were «ent in 
to stem the tide. We came within 500 
yards of the enemy, who were several 
thousand strong ina small wood, and 
discarded our packs and coats-in pre- 
paration to ‘drive them out before their 
strong reinforcements could arrive At 
this moment old Herrick stepped out of 
the darkness and put himself at our 
Head along with our other officers. As 
far as we could see, his only weapon 
was a walking stick, 

“We received the. order to. advance 
and before we had gone many yards 
the enemy, opened‘ fire on us with ma- 
chine ‘guns (690 shots per minute) and 
rifles, We knew it meant slaughter, but 
keep right on, and although only a 
mere handful of us reached the cggmy, 
we drove them before us like sheep at 
the bayonet point. My usual luck stayed 
with me and although my rifle was shat- 
tered In my hands, I received only a 
slight scratch. We held the gained 
position and Herrick was one of the few 
remaining officers when motning broke, 
Shortly afterwards a German sniper, 
firing from goodness knows where, hit 
him in the forehead, which as far as I 
know at present, proved fatal. 

The battle is etill going on and at 
Present we are a few hundred yards 
back acting as reserves.. The Victoria 
boys are terribly cut up and the best 
of us are nearly all in, as we have not 
had our equipment or shoes off for a 
week, and rations and drink are scarce. 
Weil, I must close for the present as 
the shells are getting a bit too familiar,”

“At Isat t have the opportunity to 
drop you’ Mine fo tell you-a few ot 
my experiences during the last three 
weeks, You: know. that Lawrence Rick- 
etts was wounded In the thigh on April 
17, and Ia’ How i hospital at Netley, 
Hants, aad gettingon fine. Two days, 
after that we were relieved, and went 
back to our billets and were there just 
one day when the Germans started this 
big attaek, using that damn gas ot 
theirs, We were called out of our bil- 
lets on April 22, at 6:30 pm, and 
marched away to make an attack aml 
stop ‘the advancing Germans—and we 
aid it. . 

“IT can't tell you all that happened 
afterward; I cuess I was so crazy 1 
didn't know. By using that poison gas 
of theirs, the Germans managed to 
break through the French lines and 
were coming through by thousands, 
until they met the Canadian division, 
and, believe me, they sure got all the 
fighting they wanted. 

“Our battalion, toe i6th Canadian 
Beottish, had to take a wood just full 
of Germans, Prussian Guards. When 
we were lined up for the charge, four 

lines of us, I never dreamt of coming 
tnrough alive; the fire they poured Into 
Us was likes a rain storm, and we had to 
vance through that awful fire for 
6 yards, pais falling all round me 
and crying for help: it was awful. The 
Germans stayed at the trench firing 
rifled, machine guns, bombs, and hand 
grenades, until we were right on top 
of them with the bayonet—cold steel— 
and then they turned and ran; they 
never will faco the bayonet. 


“Minnis and I were together in the 
charge, and were fifteen yards from the 
German trench, Just going to rush into 
1 with the bayonet when Chic was hit 
in the shoulder, We had arranged be- 
fore to stick together through thick. and 
thin, ahd we did, As soon Chic was 
hit I took him back to the dressing sta- 
tion And then came back to the woods, 
Believe me, Mother. I felt pretty down- 
hearted when I had to leave Chic. I 
didn't see one man Tt knew for four 
hours after the charge. There were only 
four left of our section of fifteen men. 
We held the trenches and woods that 
we had taken for about forty hotrs, 
until reinforcements came, We were 
all In and glad to get out of It. We had 
to rum the ga Jet out In broad day- 
Nght, about 7:30 in the morning. We 
all thought then that we would be going 
out, but we have been In trenches from 
then until two days ago, May 5. We 


have very fow Gordons left, there being 


between 400 and 500 left in the bat- 
talion.

This Sunday te known inthe Angll- 
can and Roman Catholic churches as 
Trinity Sunday. The festival, former- 
ly observed on different days in dif- 
ferent countries of Christendom, has 
been kept on the Sunday after Pente- 
cost in England ‘since 1162, by order 
of Thomas Becket, who was on that 
Sunday consecrated Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, and the English usage has 
been observed in the reat of Western 
Christendom since 1333, when it was 
formally prescribed by the then Pope, 
John xxil- 

The character and career of Thomas 
Becket haye,-been @o variously esti- 
nated it ts wel they should be occa- 
sionally discussed, and 20 more fitting 
occasion 14 there than Trinity Sunday, 
the Igsting memorial in the calendar 
cf his influence. His King, Henry IT, 
at first a devoted friend, at the, last 
declared him a pestilent priest. The 
historians are divided. Even that 
great authority, Bishop Stubbs of Ox- 
ford, is uncertain whether he was more 
fanatic ot hypocrite, bug the common 
people of England gave no doubtful 
verdict with thelr enthusiastic devotion 
tu him while alive, their invocations to 
him when dead, and their crowding for 
centuries along the Pilgrims’ Ways in 
Kent, aw they thronged in the famous 
Canterbury Pilgrimages to the’ Shrine 
of one who had, in their behalf, dared 
to resist both King and Pope, of one 
whom they believed to have died at 
the last for them, a martyr ‘in the 
cause of English freedom. 

How did the opinion of King Henry 
Il become so completely changed? 
Why are the historians so.sharply at 
variance? William the Conqueror had 
given the church power that she might 
be a check on his aggressive Barons. 
As a result, in the next reign none but 
Anselm, the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
dared to brave the fury of William 
Rufus. In the stormy reign of Stephen 
the church was the only protector of 
the poor, who were the English, 
against the violence of the Norman 
Barons. The citizens of the great 
towns soon combined effectively to 
protect themselves, but the scattered 
people in the country districts had no 
chance of union against the barons 
who crucily misused the peasants. Each 
with a «mall army of his own, they 
ffared not the King nor any other 
man, but, ignorant and supersiitious 
as they were, they dreaded to provoke 
the Church and expose themselves to 
her awful sentence of excommunica-

tion. 

The Church, consequentiy had be- 
come of great political importance, 
and, when Stephen died it was the 


Church that called Henry to the throne 
in 1154, Henry was Count of Anjou, 
and grandson of Henry 1, Stephen's 
predecessor, and only half an English- 
man. More than balf of his kingdom 
was in France, Anjou is in the valley 
of the Loire, in the middle of the west 
of France, Its gounts ruled a turbu- 
lant people set Im the midst of ene- 
mies. Ite rulers could not have eur- 
vived had they not been raasterful, 
and like his fathers, Henry was always 
impatient of control, square and-sturdy, 
of wisning address, restless, inquisi- 
tive and intelligent, passionate and 
busy, he saw his kingship ampered 
by the power of the Barons and the 
Church, and feeling that from the 
King the people should get the law 
and Justice they needed, he set himeeif 
first to break the power of tho Barons 
and thet done he soughi to suodue the 
Chureh.

Petrograd Reports Further 
Success on Galician Front 
—Victory. at Sieniawa Is 
Considered Important, 


PETROGRAD, May 29.—The follow- 
ing official communication was issued 
tonight: 

“The great battle between Gieniawn 
and Prsemysl was still undecided ov 
May 28. Strong enemy attacks between 
Preemysiyand the great marshes of the 
Dniester and beyond the Dniester to 
ina were repulsed on May 27 and 28. 
“The Russian troops assumed a vigpr- 
“ous offensive on the left bank of the 
Avitasa and on the whole front a» far 
as the River Lomnitza, and captured on 
the night of May 28, near Penekhinsky, 
é,20@ prisoners, including 72 officers, a 
flag of a Honved regiment and several 
machine guns.” 


‘Vieang Repost 


fretal report says: 

“In the northeastern sector of the 
war, on the cae oo and east of 
Hadymno, the FB is yesterday and 
last night attacked at several points, 
but were everyprhere repulsed with 
heavy loss. On. the east bank of the 
Ben River, the allied troops are ad- 
vancing under a continual fire. 

“On the Upper Dniester and near Dro- 
hobyez and Stry our attacks are pro- 
gressing. The Russian attacks every- 
where have been repulsed. 

Russian Victory Important 

PETROGRAD, May 29.—Russtan 
army officers asmert that the victory 
of Emperor Nicholas’ troops at Sien- 
jawa, on the San, in Centrai Galicia, 
has offset the successes uf the Austro- 
German forces at Radymno and Gous- 
sokow. 

At Radymno the Germans occupied 
territory on the right bank of the San 
extending five mils east and an equal 
distance south of this village. East of 
Goussokow they advanced a short dis- 
tance in the directton of Lemberg. 

According to military opinion, the 
advance of separate groups of German 
forces cannot result in material pro- 
gress toward Lemberg, while the whole 
left wing of the German forces operat- 
ing between the Vistula and the Car- 
pathians is being pressed back by the 
Russians along the line from Sientawa 
to the mouth of thé San. Every move 
eastward of the Germans weakens their 
communications with the rear. 

As yet no direct assault has been 
made upon Przemysl, The aim of the 
Germans apparently is to encircle the 
fortress and attempt to proceed direct- 
ly to Lemberg.

ON THE FIRING LINE 


Mr. H. T. Le Pigou, Formerly 
of -Colonist Editorial Staff, 
Writes of Recent Fight and 
General Conditions, 


Mr. H. T. L. Pigou, who was a member 
of The Colonist editorial staff before the 
outbreak of war when he joined the lat 
Contingent and left here under Briga- 
dier-General Currie, is now attached to 
the G. O. C, subordinate staff. He 
writes: 

“The Canadians @id magnificently 
right through and especially the first 
night when the retirement of the troops 
next to them left a gap. The lst Brigade 
held on and the 16th and 10th, Who were 
in reserve that night for their respective 
brigades, were sent in to make the gap 
good. They did it, but at heavy cost 
as you by now, must know, but the line 
was made good and is still being held 
which is equivalent to a heavy defeat of 
the Germans. 

“What those gases must be in the 
firing ling you may judge when I tell 
you that where we were standing, two 
and @ half miles away, all our eyes were 
smarting and all last week our motor 
cycHsts and cyclists were riding in only 
to drop in a dead faint from wiih it 
took time to rouse them, 

“L went over ahd met the 50th two 
days ago, and found so many missing, 
but they've their new drafts and a 
nearly ready to go in again. 1 hadn't 
time to find out much but you will know 
the casualties soon as We do, Major 
Lorne Ross w: not In it having been 
wounded by a machine gun a few days 
previously.” Rochford came through.

“Our men are firmly convinced that 
the Germans bayonet the wounded and 
half suffocated on the ground and they 
don't gtve quarter, after the enemy have 
been firing, up to the last moment. 

“Brigadier-General Currie’s brigade 
also made good in every way and he's 
lookt) very fit, but their losses in 
the 88th were even heavier among the 
oMcers.

“Now the division is resting and re- 
organizing but its place has been taken 
by other troops and the fight goes on. 
The Germans fight hard and our men 
say for every Canadian there were 
twenty “Bouches.” Machine gun fire in 
™ ed formation simply piled them up. 

“We got a number of men straight 
from the fight who wandered into head- 
quarters and heard their unt of what 
they saw. They were terrib\y exhaust- 
ed even when not hurt and\we would 
put them into our blankets to sleep for 
twelve or eighteen hours if they could 
and then feed them to their limit, 


Stirring Adventure 

“This is what one man of the 16th 
told us. He was one of the machine 
gun section. They were ordered to 
clear the Germans out of a wood and 
did so, but lost all touch with the rest 
and five of them with the gun found 
themselves back in front of the wood, 
Then the gun was knocked out, and they 
dug themselves in and waited for day- 
ight. When it came they saw the 
Germans were 300 yards in front, and 
behind them the 1st Brigade had come 
up and dug In. The five had to stay 
in their isolated trenefi all day and then 
at night crawled back to the Ist Brif- 
gade, 


“The English troops, who succeeded 
have had an equally stern fight 
against gases, but the line, though bent 
back In places, is intact and fresh 
trenches dug, 


“Ypres is desolation and many an- 
other village arouiid. The people hang 
on longer than you would think pos- 
sible and then flock out, carrying their 
babies, and little else in many cases, 
having lost their all. It's a plteous 
sight. but the authorities do all they 
can for them as they pase along, and 
then we Jose sight of them. 

“We ourselves were under shrapnel 
for a week and the big ‘Jack Johnsons’ 
were coming nearer ¢ach day, so we 
were glad to get out with the loss of 
one Frenchman. 

“A German helmet at one time fetched 
20 francs. Now the Price Is down to 
10 and & francs,

In the day- 
time you sit ip the dug-onts to avoid 
enMading fire (we were in a horseshoe 
bend) and at night do fatigues, filling 
sand bags, rationing and any other jobs 
it 's not safe to do by daylight 

“You could talk to the Germans from 
our firing Mine and ask them If they 
had had a ‘coud hate that day.”

HRALTH EGURANCE— 
ON TH FIRING LINE 


Most of the Men Aig iAble te 
Have Hot Bath Every Few. 


The remarkable care taken of the 
British soldiers at the front explains 
the very amall wastage from sickness. 
‘The London Daily Telegraph, in the fol- 
jowing article, discusses the measures 
employed to ensure personal cleanliness 
and comfort: 

To pathology is due the great suc- 
cess that hee attended the efforts to 
cope with tetanus, which cost us many 
valuable lives carly in the campaign. 
In the heavily manured soll of France 
its germ thrives, and persiats as a re- 
sistant “spore” for a long time, and 
wounds contaminated with earth are 
therefore a source of great danger. But 
there is every reason to believe that the 
universal employment of antitetanic 
serum has played a major part in the 
elimination of the disease from our hos- 
pitals. 

For these benefits, which are very 
great both on humane and military 
grounds, we have to thank the work of 
acientists, not only during the war, but 
for many years before it. 

The measures taken to ensure per- 
sonal cleanliness, whioh is so easential 
for health of body and mind, are mani- 
fold, In each divisional area certain 
Jarge buildings of various kinds, such as 
breweries, dye works, spinning mills, 
have been fitted out as bathing estab- 
Ushments, while others have been con- 
verted into laundries. Indeed, the fa- 
cilities for ablution are now so ample 
that the majority of the men are able 
to have @ hot bath, to draw « complete 
set of clear underclothing, and to have 
their uniforms disinfected every few 
days. Por the washing and mending of 
the clothing, female iabor is employed, 
the garments which are past repairing 
being used to mend others. 

Among the most important factors in 
reducing the wastage from sickness are 
the rest depots where men suffering 
from minor ailments and exhaustion 
can be retained for a few days, and 
there are now several of these behind 
the front line. On first arrival the men 
are given a bath ‘and clean clothes. 
They ave free of all military. duty dur- 
ing their stay and are provided with 
plenty of games and papers, and are 
entertained with occasional concerta, 
In fact, everything is done to give 
them bodily and menta) rest, with the 
result that they generally are fit for 
duty in « comparatively short time. 

The value of the role Played by these 
depots can hardly be overrated, for 
were it not for them many soldiers 


or rest and change, would have to be 
transferred to the base hospitals. Dur- 
ing the Winter they have enabled the 
army te retain at the front « very 
large fumber of men who would other- 
wise have been temporarily lost from 
the’strength of their units fur a far 
loriger period than was really neces- 
sary. 

Among the measures taken to preserve 
the men's health, also, must be men- 
tioned the precautions against Swelling 
of the feet, which was at one time dur- 
ing the Winter one of the most 
serious causes of wastage. This af- 
fliction, which has been rather loosely 
spoken of us “frost bite,” is caused by 
Prolonged exposure to wet and cold, 
even when the temperature has not 
fallen, to freezing point. Units recent- 
ly home from service in hot climates 
suffered most, as was to be expected. 
While it was realized that a proportion 
of the men subjected to having their 
feet and legs immersed in cold water 
or mud for a length of time must in- 
eyitably suffer from chilled feet, it be- 
came evident that the individual might 
be helped in many ways to Protect 
himself against this condition. 

To this end medical and regimental 
officers worked together to insure that 
every preventive measure was tiken by 
the men, both before entering and after 
leaving the trenches. From the Precau- 
tions taken by long-distance swimmers 
and divers it was known that the ap- 
plitation to the skin of animal fats, 
such as whale oil, or lard, was of de- 
cided service in minimising the evil ef- 
fects of long contact with water, and 
accordingly large supplies of these sub- 
stances were procured and issued, 
Various types of waterproof boots and 
waders, also, were Provided, and stren- 
uous efforts were made to improve the 
trenches and render them aa ary as 
Possible.. Much has been learnt, and the 
Medical service ts now in a position to 
reduce the wastage and ameliorate the 
@uffering from this cause.

that t Sight at such a disadvantage 
that it fs not worth while employing 
them for such a purpose. 

This axiom must pow, be modified, 
after the experience which the fleet has 
gained in the present operations against 
the Dardanelles. Any fort built of 
stone and concrete, however atrong, 
can be put out of action by direct fire 

guns, if only a clear view of it 
cah be obtained, or provided aeroplanes 
&re available to “spot” for the gunners, 
to signal back results and correct the 
fire. Yet nothing has amazed the gun- 
ners out here more than the resisting 
power of these old forts round the 
Dardanelles. 

For instance, those at Seddul Bahr 
and Kum Kale, at the northern and 
southern entrances to the Dardanelles, 
were subjected to a terrific bombard- 
ment by the combined fleets or Feb- 
ruary 19, both at long and short range. 
They were so completely smothered 
with fire that no one believed’ a stone 
or @ gun could be left standing. Their 
fire was, In fact, completely silenced. 
Yet, when the landing parties were put 
ashore to examine them, the material 
damage was found to be comparatively 
small, although they were mere 
shambles, 

Many of the guns were still intact, 
and one «9-inch was. actually found 
loaded. The work of destruction had to 
be completed by the landing parties, 
and the forts are now heaps of uneccu- 
pied ruins, vith their guns lying about 
at all angles. In like manner the forts 
at Chanak, on the Asiatic side of the 
Narrows, and at Kilid Bahr, on the 
European, together with the batteries 
known as Nos, 7 and 8, lower down the 
Straits, were silenced temporarily on 
March 18, because they were so com- 
pletely smothered by a tremendous 
volume of fire that the gunners were 
driven from the guns to the cover of 
their bomb-proof shelters; but in view 
of experience gained on February 25 
the fleet does not claim to have knocked 
out many guns in them, and after the 
disaster to the Irresistible and, Ocean 
some of the guns were manned again, 
and concentrated a tremendous fire on 
these unfortunate ships during the work 
of removing the crews to destroyers, 


EFFORT 10 REOPEN 
ESQUIMALT HOME 


Public Support Needed if Ac- 
commodation Is to Be Pro- 
vided for the Soldiers and 
Sailors,

Several times since the beginning of 
the war it has been felt by the trustees 
and others that the Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Home at Esquimalt should be opened 
for the accommodation and comfort of 
the soldiers and sailors, who since Au- 
Sust have been compelled to spead « 
good deal of their, time in Esquimalt 
and its environs. 

Efforts in this direction were nade 
by the trustees, but they were unabie 
to secure the necessary financial «up- 
port £0 warrant the Initial expendtlure 
involved in the reopening of the bulld- 
ing, after its having been closed for so 
long @ period. 

The sentiment in favor of such a atep 
becoming more pronounced, It was de- 
cided to appoint a board of manage- 
ment, consisting of the trustees and tho 
following gentlemen: Rev. W. Baugh 
Allen, Father Silver, Thomas Keyworth, 
Commander Hose, Leonard Tait and 
Dr. Lewis Hall, and that this cominit- 
tee be instructed to ascertain definitely 
what aid could be secured towards 
meeting the Initial expenses involved in 
reopening and providing for any deficit 
which might occur in operating the in- 
stitution. . 

The building haw been thoroughly in- 
spected by a special committee, and it 
is estimated that a sum of $300 will 
be required for renovation and equip- 
ment purposes before it can be reopeaea 
as a soldiers’ and sailors’ home. In 
addition to this sum it will be necessary 
to secure guarantees aggregating from 
$175 to $200 per month to meet the 
running expenses. The extent to which 
these guarantees would be realized 
would depend on the patronage given 
to the home. Some months when sev- 
eral. ships happened to be in the receipts 
would probably be sufficient to meet the 
expenses. At other times there might 
be a deficit and it would then ve neces- 
sary to collect from the guarantors,

One morning, during my stay In Los 
Angeles, I went out for a walk tom ex- 
Bblore a section near my daughter's. 1 
stopped to observe several housewives 
on both sides of a long street, lined 
with pepper trees, which are a beautl- 
ful shade tree, with clusters of pink 
berries to relieve the green. The wo- 
men folk were dressed in neat cotton 
Print, and, hose in hand, were watering 
the lawns, and stone porches and walks 
leading from the house to the pave- 
ment. This is a dally occurrence, and 
Odds to the neat appearance of the bun- 
salows, all dwellings being of that type 
of architecture. Some were also using 
lawn mowers, but each and all stopped 
to chat now and then with her neigh- 
ber My attention was now drawn to a 
jong string of wagons—I counted fif- 
tren—with what looked like a road roll- 
er, ahd which. preceded them. I turned 
in their direction, amd followed them 
for two blocks, where they commenced 
operations. A machine was attached to 
what looked like the road roller afore- 
said, which was iron-framed and oblong 
square. On the lefthand side was a 
plow, and at right angles to the plow 
was @ revolving duck sheet, running up- 
wards from the plow above the height 
of the wagon.
